Sbe 
spoke of Graham's disappearance, and 
said George was unfortunate in marry- 
ing into a low family. 
She believed his

She asked Mr. Mc-

detectiv«?, and wanted him to try to keep

The year 1824 marks the- day when

no church for the last twenty years has been 
large enough to hold the audience when Dr. 

The 
preacher's subject was "Heredity," and his 
text 1 Samuel xvii, 5S: "Whosesonart thou, 
thou young man?" Following is the semon in 
full, which is the eleventh in the series on 
"The Marriage Ring." 


Never was there a more unequal fight than 
that between David and Goliath. 
David five 
teet high, Goliath ten. 
David a shepherd 
boy, broui^bt up amid rural scenes; Gtoliath 
a warrior by profession. Gk)liath a mountain 
of braggndocia; David a marvel of humility. 
Gioliath armed with an iron spear, David 
armed with a sling with smooth stones from 
the brook. 
But you are not to despise these 
latter %veapons. 
There was a regiment of 
slingers in the Assyrian army, and a regi- 
ment of slingers in the Egyptian army, and 
they made terrible execution, and they could 
cast a stone with as much precision and force 
as now can be hurled, shot or shell The 
Greeks in their army had slingers who would 
throw leaden plummets inscribed with the ir- 
ritating words, "Take this I" 
So it was a 
mighty weapon David 
employed in that 
famous combat. 


A Jewish rabbi says that the probability is 
that Goliath wa«» in such contempt for David, 
that, in a paroxj'sm of laughter, he threw his 
head back and his helmet fell off, and David 
saw the uncovered forehead, and his oppor- 
tunity had come, and taking this sling, and 
swinging it around his head two or three 
times, and aiirung at that tmcovered fore- 
head, he crtisbed it in like an eggshell. The 
battle over, behold a tableau—Ktug Saul sit- 
ting, 
little 
David 
standing, his fingers 
clutched into the hair of decapitated Goliath. 
As Saul sees David standing there, holding 
in his hand the ghastly, reeking, staring 
trophy, evidence of the complete victory over 
God's enemies, the king wonders what parent- 
age was honored by such heroism, and in my 
text he asks David his pedigree: "Whose son 
art thou, thou young man?" 


The king saw what you and I see, that this 
question of heredity is a mighty question. 
"The longer I live the more I believe in blood— 
good blood, bad blood, proud blood, humble 
blood, honest blood, thieving blood, heroic 
blood, cowardly blood. 
The tendency may 
skip a generation or two, but it is sure to 
come out. as in a Uttle, child you sometimes 
see a similarity to a great-grandfather whose 
picture hangs on the wall. 
That the physi- 
cal and mental and moral qualities aro inher- 
itable is patent to any one who keeps hia eyes 
open. The similarity is so striking sometimes 
as to be amusing. 
Great families, legjil bi' 
Uterary, are apt to have the characteristics 
aU down through the generations, and what 
is more perceptible in such families may bo 
seen on a smaller scale in all families. A 
thousand yeai-s h a v e n o p o w e r t o obliterate 
the di£Fer»^nce. 


The large lip of the house of Austria is seen 
in all the generations, and Is called the Haps- 
burg lip. 
The house of Stuart always means 
in all generations cruelty and bigotry and 
sensuality. Witness Queen of Scots. Witness 
Charts I and Charles 11. Witness James I 
and James II and aU the other scoundrels of 
that imperial line. Scottish blood means per- 
Bistsnce; English i>looii means reverence for 
the ancient; Welsh blood meatis religiosity; 
Danish blooii means fondness for the sea; In- 
dian blood means roaming disposition; Celtic 
blood means fervidity; Roman blood means 
conquest. 


The Jewish facility for accuniulatioh you 
may trace clear back to Abraham, of whom 
the Bible says, "He was rich in silver and 
gold and cattle," and to Isa)ic and Jacob, 
who had the same characteristics. 
Some 
families are cham<-terized by lougevitj', and 
they have a tenacity of life positively Me- 
thuselish. 
Othei-s are chairacterized by 
Goliathian stature, and you can see it for 
one generation, two generations, five genera- 
tions, in all the generations. 
Vigoi-ous the- 
ology runs on in the line of the Alexanders. 
Tragedy iims on in the families of the^embles. 
Litemture runs on in the line of the Trol- 
lopes. 
Philanthi-opy 
run-s 
on in the 
line of the Wilberforces. Statesiuanship runa 
on in the line of the Adamses. 
Henry 
and Catharine of Navarre religious; all their 
families religious. 
The celebrated family of 
the Casini all mathematicians. 
The cele- 
brated family of the Medici—grandfather, 
son and Catharine—all remarkable for keen 
intellect 
The celebrated family of Gustavus 
Adolphus all warriors. 


This law of heredity asserts itself without 
ceference to social or political condition, for 
fou sometimes find the ign^oble in high place 
And the honorable in obscure plac& A de- 
.loendant of Edward I a toll gatherer. A de- 
jEOendant of Edward III a doorkeepar.

Some of the mightiest familiee 
of England are extinct, while some of those 
most honored in the peerage go back to an 
ancestry of hard, knuckles and rough ex- 
terior. 
This law of heredity is entirely inde- 
pendent of social or political condition. Then 
you find avarice and jealousy and sensuality 
and fraud having full swing in some families. 
The violent temper of Frederick William is 
the iuheritauoe of Frederick the Great.

may be overcome by determination to evil, 
as in the case

"I Am Not Come To Destroy, 
But To Fulfill." 


The World is Beingr Steadly Lilt- 
ed From Its Liower Forms 
by tlie Onward. Marcli 
of Progress. 


BROOKLYN, March 31.—Rev. Henry W a r d 
Beecher treated his hearers this morning' to » 
discussion of the political and religious condi- 
tion of the wdi id a t large, and gave his rea- 
sons for believing that on the whole mankind 
ix moving upward and onward. 
His text 
was from Matthew, v, 17: "Think not that 
I am come to destroy the law, or the 
prophf^ts; l a m not come to destroy, but to

fulfill.'" He said: 
Christ rortainly did com« 
to destroy the law and the prophets—the out- 
side of thfin. 
HP knew jierfeotly well, if He 
had 
foi-esight, that: they 
would l>e swept 
nway a.«; they have largely been swept Away, 
but He said: "That whichi these exti'rnalities 
include in themselves, the kernel in them, 
the heart of them. I came to fulfill—^the law 
and the prophets; to give them their full de- 
velopment and to bring 
them t o that to 
which they can come." 
It ^^as not the 
morality antl the spuntuality that were to 
be desti-oj ed for the sake of which Moses and 
the prophets had wi-itten. 
That morality and 
that 
spirituality had become pinched and 
imprisoned and inexpansible by the main- 
tenance of the external forms in which they 
originally came> 
Even a crab knows enough 
once a year to get rid of its shell in order to 
have a bigger one; but it is the sectary that 
does not know it. Men think that if you 
disturb beliefs in the creed, or instittitions, 
rtistoms, methods, manners, that of course 
you disturl) all they contain. 
Rut Christ 
.said no. 
Tlip very way to fulfill is to give 
them a chance to open a larger way. A bud 
must be de-ti nyed if you are going to have 
a 
flower. 
Tlu^ flower must be destroyed 
if you 
going to have a seed. 
The seed 
must die if yoij are going to have the same 
thing a hundred fold increa.sod. 
You see all 
this. 
Paul uses that very analogy in Cor- 
inthians. 
Things in this world increase by 
the de.strnction of themselves. 
Paul 
says: 
"When I was a child I thought as a child. I 
spake as a child. 
When I became a man I 
put away childish things." 
The way to be- 
come a man is to stop being a child—to grow 
out of it, to gj-ow l^yond it, to grow larger 
than it. This is the keynote, the ))hilosophy 
of all gi ou-ths and developments in human 
j^x'iety. De Tocqueville, somewhere in his 
"Historj' of France and the Revolution," says 
that all ti'ue growth will be found to be an 
unfolding of something that went before. All 
laws come from less perfect ones; all institu- 
tions fi-oni partial ones. 
All improvements 
are but a bettering, enlarging, emancipating 
of things which were relatively smaller, and 
had 
to Ije because 
men were 
smaller 
and could take but just so much at the times 
when these laws, custom.s and manners were 
formed. A person, wheu he is a child, is 
measured for a child's clothes and is suite<l, 
and whon he becomes a man is measured for 
a man's form; and nobo<ly ever supposes that 
laying aside the measure of a child's clothes 
•would make him without «rlothes. 
They are 
adapted, and his mea-sure follows hLs growth; 
«nd all laws and all customs are but the 
clothes which the internal morality or tlie in- 
ternal spirituality clothes itself with. Ana 
as the view enlargi s the clothes nmst enlarge, 
or else thei-e will be extinction, suffocation, 
some ti-ouble or other. 


In the times in which we live there are two 
applications of this—what is going on in so- 
ciety and its organs all the world over, 
and 
what is going on in the relisious 
life, 
ill 
ftjrnrs 
and beliefs, 
all the 
world 
over. 
And I 
speak 
of 
l)oth 
of them in the .sjjirit of the text, "I canio 
not to destroy, but to fulfill." Christ did 
destroy, that 4ie might fulfill, and divine 
providenc-e is destroying, shaping the things 
that are, to bring in a state of things that by 
and by shall be ]->ermanent, in the far reach 
of human existence. 


All Eurt^jX' to-day is well described in the 
j>asaage of scr ipture that I have read, the 
coming of the last day; wars and rumors of 
wars; jjeriLs uf every kind, sudden, insidious, 
Tiudei-miuing, overtopping. 
Euroixi may be 
said to be l>oiling like a crater or a < aldron: 
and it is called by some the unmannerly rast- 
lessness of the, common j^eople, and by some a 
spirit that despises law and oi-der, and by 
some 
ir religiousness 
and infidelity are 
given 
as the causes 
of it. 
Well, 
that 
there 
m a y Ije some 
«-omijlica- 
tion 
given 
to these 
things 
by those 
undertones or dlst^mpei'atures ma}' Ix; very 
possible, but I see in all these things tlie 
movein<'nt of that divine universal ])rovi- 
den<'e that is lifting the world 
steadily up 
from its lower forms and conditi<fns to higher 
ones, a)i(l as the children of Israel, 
after 
o.s<-.apin.i; from 
E g y p t , 
marched f o r forty 
years 
thi-ongb 
the \vilderiie.s.s 
educating 
tbem.sel v#i.s 
in 
customs, 
laws 
and in- 
stitutioiLs, 
and came 
to t h e 
promi-snd 
land only aft^-r long e<iueation, so a l l peoples 
mu.st march forty years, I had almost 
said, 
in the wilderness 
lx»foi-e they get to any 
promiseil land what<'ver, and the march of 
the conuuon jx'ople is taking place every- 
wliere—to the sound of the trumpet, to the 
sound of the drum, witli the voice of artil- 
lery, with the roll of musketry; ye.s, because 
war itself is emancipation, in thousands and 
thousands of instances. 


If you look a t Rus.sia, it seems anomalous, 
but it is not. It Is a va-st, in<-hoate empire, 
made up of nniltitudes of pecjj>k-, undertaking 
to live by the absolut*? will of the emperor; 
and if he could keep all people a t a certain 
level and take cognizance of it, Russia nn'ght 
get along very well. 
But you can no more 
command the intelligeix-e that comes from 
the enlightenment of the comnu n jjeople. 
It drifts through the air; it is infectioas, 
blessedly infectious; and in Russia ahd all her 
provinces there is mora or less development 
of human cx>nsciousness; some better idea of 
social relations; some idea about knowledge; 
some conception of virtue and justice; it is 
fermenting, 
and the 
czar 
undertakes 
to 
govern 
by absolute 
and arbitrary 
will, 
without 
letting hi» peopT* 
partici- 
pate 
in 
may 
«C 
gormnaumX 


wbaterer; no chaimels through wWcb ISM 
^reat wars of the Ruasian peasaute and d t i - 
zena, with their rising intelligence and rising 
will, can act with the government. The 
government acts on them, and don't want 
any reaction from them on it. This is taking 
place preparatory, I suppose, to a grand 
earthquake 
that 
will 
shake 
down the 
whole system, and it will be reconsti'ucted, 
but through long periods of sorrow and of 
disti-^ss; and yet, in the centuries, it will be a 
wonderful mercy. I t is like the plowing of 
an old field—it turns under the grass and 
roots that remain; turns under weeds; turns 
imder, also, the mice nests and the crickets 
and the insects and the sparrows' nests on the 
ground; turns them all under; but the crop 
that comes aftei-ward makes un for the 
whole; and so thr- n <i-'.ot 
n o.vshare 
of 
war pi-epares for a future, 
though 
w« know not how f a r a future it is to be. 


In Germany we do not know exactly what 
is to take place. 
W e know two things—that 
God reigns in heaven and Bismarck on earth. 
WTien Bismarck dies 1 don't know what the 
Lord 
'R ill do—something very different I 
think, 
though. 
B u t there is so nuich 
intelligence. 
and 
there 
is 
such 
a 
dawning 
sense of civil libe ty; thei-e is 
pvich 
on expansible 
force 
there, 
that 
though there may be a good deal of disloca- 
tion and gi-ound healing, yet I think 
that 
Giimmny, the Gri-rmanic .stock, out of which 
has come most of our freest institutions, laws, 
customs, will assert itself; long smotheriid 
and held under, after a suitable time it will 
fome to .supi'eniacy. 


Prance, slowly, and Italy, slowly, are, 
through gradual reformations, saving them- 
selves from revolutions. Nations may take 
their 
choice—gro^vth is on them, 
they 
cannot get rid of it,.and that growth will 
produce either revolution or reformation. 
Reformation will l)e slow, and with a good 
deal of trouble; 
nevertheless, it is .safer. 
Revolution veill leave the nation we do not 
know where, and is always to be avoided if it 
be po.ssible. 


This popular intelligence is the world's 
sap. 
The moment the sap begins to rise 
under the warmth of the spring sun, that 
moment the tree begins to feel that it has got 
to do something. 
The bud wakes up, and 
the leaves are getting ready, and the very 
twigs themselves are empurpled and chang- 
ing color; and this popular intelligence, this 
growing knowledge of the common people, 
which is promoted by schools all over the 
world, by the facility of books and literature, 
by the intercourse of man with man, 
through 
commerce, through war, through 
everything—the development of the thought, 
power and the will-power of the great mass 
of men at the bottom of society, is the sap 
that is bringing .spring and summer to the 
human i-ace. 
And since the sun of righteous- 
ness will not go down, and wijl .still shine, 
you cannot stop it, you cannot force it. 


Now, in Great Britain, which we under- 
stand better, there seems to be a hopeless 
tangle. 
Tes, that is to say, we do not know 
exactly by which way the change.^ will come. 
We know they will come. 
Wc know per- 
fectly well that there is not going to be in 
Great Britain a great while anything in the 
natin'e of an absolute monarchy. I do not 
think that the queen of fireat Britain, though 
she is callcfl empress of India and queen of 
Great Britain, has any more authority than 
our president; and to call her queen and 
empress does not make anj' change. The 
name doe!< not make it different. 
She Is 
simijiy a symlK>l; she is an image. 
When 
you see a lair virgin on the l>ow of a ship, 
that does not draw the ship; the control is at 
the other end. where the rudder is; and be- 
c-ause the queen has revenue and honor and 
certain mild functions, it does not follow 
that 
shf* 
is a 
controlling 
influence in 
the government. She is not. Not nearly 
so 
much 
as our president 
is. And 
on the other hand, 
when you look a t 
the privileged class, hereditary, where men 
ai-e born, not to the position which their 
talents would locate them in, Imt to an arti- 
ficial siipei iority, to revenue and glory and 
honor and function and power, we know ])er- 
fectly well that has got to change; it can't 
hel}) it; it wUl change. 
W e know perfectly 
well that the doctrine which is now cur- 
rent the wf.rld over is representative deni- 
»cracj'; wti know 
that democracy 
under 
(Christian 
auspices now means this: That 
ilo<l has given power and authority to the 
multitude, and they give it up to those that 
•are exalted to be their representiitives.. The 
»nonarchic-il 
idea is: G(m1 gave kings and 
nobles jxjwer, and they .send it domi, with 
their 
jK-rniission. to the bottom 
of .so- 
ciety. 
Tilings are turiieti end for end. The 
fuiulamental ])hilosophy of the forms of 
government is !inta:j;onistic; 
and a.s the 
mmlern representative rlemocrac-y. which we 
ourselves in this land have dt^veloped and the 
yeast from which ha-s gone over ;ili Europe 
and is working everywhere, as that spirit 
works in Cxreat Britain, you may deijend 
U])on it that it will change the theory as fa.st 
as it changes the practice, and the jK?ople at 
the bottom will send authority up, and the 
jK-'ople at the toj) will have no authoiitj' 
to send do\\^l. It is a dole to give schools to 
peasants in Germanj': no charitj' to give. 
scho()l.H to onr piMJple. 
They o^ai them; they 
are theirs lij- right of being born into the 
world. 
Permissions and chartei-s 
come 
down 
from 
the govermiient 
in Great 
Britain 
to the common 
people. All 
chai'ti^rs 
btkI 
institutions and privileges 
go 
up 
fi-om 
the 
conmion 
people 
in our laud. 
And that silent change which 
is exemplified now in the attempt to reconcile 
Ireland and Scotland with England, by a 
certain home rule unity, means this all the 
way a'ong, a t every 
single .step, that you 
cannot make a uniform goveryment 
where 
these two op^iosite principles are in an- 
tagonism. 
\\V c«,P, because we l)elieve 
in 
this 
declaration 
that 
on a political 
basis all men are born equal; on no othei-, but 
as befort' the. law and HS to privilege and op- 
I)ortunity, all men are b o m free and equal in 
this land, and they can make compacts 
with each othei-, and they will st^ind. W e 
can 
elect in one way a senate, and in 
another way a Lou.sf; of repre.sentativcs, 
but 
j'ou <annot 
do that 
where the 
bouse of lords in Great 
Britain has a 
hereditary 
pi-ivilege. 
with its immiuiities 
handed down 
thi-ough 
gencintions. 
They 
cannot make a compact with ]>eople 
below 
them; pe<jple below them say, " W e are equal 
with you," and they say, ' You are not;" and 
while they would fain hand do^v^l as a pi-ivi- 
lege, th«i common people are as-serting a horn 
right to it, on a n equality; and those 
principles 
are leveling. 
And while I 
believe 
reformation 
will 
take 
place, 
so 
that 
Ireland 
will 
l>e a great 
deal 
happier than she has been, nevei'th<ile.ss it is 
an avant 
conrWer simply; it is not peace. 
Growth never brings peace; growth always 
brings change. 
They get foot room in order 
that they may thrust u p their shouldei-.'i 
higher and lift everything sui>erincumbent 


a l K j v e them that hinders. 


Now 
it 
would 
look, 
if 
we 
had 
no 
guiding 
principle, as if all Europe 
were in couAulsiofts through misrule and 
anarchy. 
No, no. Cbrl.st says: " I am the 
way." I ha^'e always been glad to attach 
the idea that He laid Himwlf down that men 
might have guidance by walking on Him, as 
men get guidance by walking in a road; but 
when God Almighty has been lying down 
and gets up, something has got to change. 
And 
He is 
getting 
u p 
throughout 
ctli Europe; mid it is not the umnannerliness 
O^ a n unwashed and uiibaptized and infidel 


emocracy. 
All that m a y be true externally 
i>ai tiiat is not tb» tliins tfaat is a t work in 


Europe. 
ITie blood of redemption is circulat- 
ing there, and men are going to come up. 
The hills are to come down, and the valleATS 
are to be exal>ed before that great day of 
God, and the process is going on. 


Well, in our own land, there Is a change 
going on. 
W e are midergoing a change that 
we are in the worst part of now. We brag 
to ourselves of being a Christian natioji. W e 
boast eveiy Fourth of July that we are free; 
that we love liberty. 
W h a t must the Indian 
say about our love of justice and liberty? 
W h a t will the Italian say in the mines and 
foundries about the spirit of equality and fair 
chance foi- all men? 
W h a t had the negro to 
say on that subject dtrring the long j-eai-s of 
his bondage? 
And what has the Mongolian 
to say to-day, the Chinaman, on the subject 
of this great nation's love of libeity. and love 
of the poor man, and love of gi^•ing every- 
body a fair chance? The more intelligent 
classes see this anachronism, and .see that 
the spirit of the animal is dominant yet. 
To a very large degree we are indebted for 
these abominations to the foreign element 
that has coiiic among us; and in some parts 
of the land to the Iri.sh element that lias com© 
among us. 
One of the ciii-ses of bondage is 
that it teaches men not to understand liberty. 
Macaulaj- says that the measure of the op- 
pression of the Fi ench people is to be found in 
the excesses that took place in the movement 
by which it was broken up. 
How came they 
to be so wild and bestial? If they had been 
rightly treated before they • would 
have 
broken out that way ; and if the Irish emi- 
grants that come to us are disposed to imitate 
that 
which they 
have 
been subject to, 
and having foimd lordlings stepping down 
on them they turn around and step do"4vn 
on those below them; largely they do it 
through their education, or the want of edu- 
cation; but the better men are a.lreiulj' emerg- 
ing from that, and learning better and bet- 
ter, and little by little, the whole nation will 
do it. 
W e are passing through a period of 
disgrace, but not one to l e wondered at. 
W i t h our 60,000,000 of people, more than 
8,000,000 of whom were born abroad and have 
come with foreign ideas,customs and methods, 
is it not strange that there is so little of iti 
They have done in some respects wonderfully 
well, and on the whole are bringing a class ol 
men who, themsr-Ives and their posterity, will 
add to the strength of the national character. 
But a t just this stage some things they have 
not learned. 
Do not be afraid; they will 
leam it; it is coming. 


Now, also, we hear the whole land racked 
with the disturbance produced by labor and 
capital. 
When you come to look into that, 
there is wrong on the part of corporations, 
and it is matched liy an equal amount ol 
wrong on the part of those that are a.sserting 
their rights as against corporations. I am 
very glad to see labor organize itself. I am 
very .sorry to see it .so unintelligent that it 
involves in its intei-ior elements despotism 
that 
would 
dethrone 
even 
the czar 
of Russia himself. 
Labor organized has got 
a great deal to learn. I t will leani it, too. 
Organized wealth has a great deal of human- 
ity to leam, and responsibility; but it will 
leam it. W e are going through the succes- 
sive stages of an education and evolution, 
and 
laws 
and customs 
w l l gi-adually 
ameliorat(> and enlarge, or change, or 
fin<l sul stitntes to meet the ri.sing facts oi 
human isatur»- and human necessity, and in 
no land more certainly than in our own land. 
And although great inconvenience and groat 
suffering lieti<les us just now, 1 am not afraid. 
I love to see the ba.rrel work; the leaves will 
go to the bottom and the wine will be puri- 
fied. 
It is God where God is: there is 
always 
niore or less 
turmoil, 
more or 
less 
ch.-nige; 
and where 
there 
is 
tiu-moil .-uh) cl)ange thei-e is more Ar less suf- 
fering. SoniehfKly has invested in every evil; 
someboily iias an inhei-ent or ambition oi 
money or of lust in every lower form, and 
when you attempt to exalt it and make it a 
higher form somebody squeals, and will; and 
though I do not like to hear the note, disti-ess, 
I am very glad to hear that. 
The change is 
going on. 


That 
which is true in all these respects 
thus f a r is just 
as t m e an<l 
demon- 
strable 
on the subject 
of 
religion. 
Thei-e ai-e u great many persons that are try- 
ing to get back into their churches and intc 
their creeds and lc)ck themselves up there, be- 
cau.se there is so nnich disturbance outside, 
they do not know where things ai'e going tc 
or 
what is ^oing to become of us aU. 
It is pcrf(>ctlv natural that they sho:ild—and 
perfectly I'oolish.

She is her-self a n American, being 
the daughter of Commodore Stewart, who 
commandetl the old frigate Constitution in 
the war of 1812, and with it capttu-ed several 
British vessels. 
The Constitution was calletl 
"Old Iron.sides." 
This name was given to the 
commodore's estate a t Bordentown, N. J. 


Charles Stewart Pamell ought to be some- 
body. 
He has hei'oic blood in him from both 
sides. On the Irish side the Pamell family 
have been remai'kable for generations. ITiere 
were 
soldiei-s, 
there 
were 
distinguished 
mechanical 
geniuses, there were 
learned 
scholars and wi-itei-s, there were 
strong- 
minded women. Sophia ParneU Evans, gi-eat 
aunt of the liberator of Ireland, was a lion- 
ess. Hur face looked like cme. She was a 
woman of splen<iid brain and executive abil- 
ity, and a deist of the old school, lienig an 
outspoken follower of Voltaire and Hume 
anil Gibbons. 
Through her urging her hus- 
band entered politics, and had a victorious 
career as a Whig, she being throughout a 
Mme. Roland to him. 


Of such Mootl comes Charles Stewart Par- 
nell. 


His American mother has always been a 
zealous supporter of 
liberty for Ireland. 
She has been a n 
active 
worker in 
the Irish National 
league.

ing, all for this one little woman. 


She ^•as a warm advocate of the election o 
President Cleveland. an<l wrote a leitt-r giv 
ing rf'ast)ns why he should receive fh«- vojcf 
of Irish-Americans.

A Point for Tax-Payers to Work 
on. 


Among the number of new laws mak- 
ing changes in the duties of assessors 
there is one of considerable interest to 
tax payers concerning the assessment of 
lands which these officers should care- 
fully note. A clause in the act approved 
April 13, 1865, contains this provision: 


"Ass^ors may deduct from the value 
of such tract of land owned by any per- 
son the amount of land occupied and 
used bj any railroad or canal at the time 
of the assment; and be it further provid- 
ed, that the assessor shall deduct from 
the appraised value of any tract of land 
contemplated in this section, tha equita- 
ble and fair cash value of all lands occu- 
pied an ! used thereof as a public high- 
way at the time of such assessment." 


Under this law, a man owning 160 
acres with a public road on two sides is 
entitled to a reduction of three acres; if 
only on one side, only a reduction of an 
acre and a half. 
A man owning eighty 
acres, with a public road on two sides, is 
entitled to a reduction of two and one- 
fourth acres, if along one side of his 
tract, one and one half acres, along the 
end three fourths of an acre; a man own- 
ing forty acres with a road on two sides, 
gets a rebate of one and one-half acres, 
three fourths of an acre for a road along 
either side, and so on.

Goliath a mountain 
of bi apg;idoeia ; David a marvel of humility. 
Goliath finned with an iron spear, David 
armed with a sling; with smooth stoues from 
the brook. But you are uot to despise these 
latter weapons. 
There was a regiment of 


slingers in tho Assyrian army, and a regi- 
ment of slingcrs in tho Egyptian army, and 
they made terrible execution, and they could 
cast a stone with as much precision and force 
as now can lie hurled, shot or shell Tho 
Greeks in their array had slingers who would 
throw leaden plummets inscribed with tho ir- 
ritating words, "Take tbi.il" Bo it was a 
mighty weapon David employed in that 
famous combat.

Among tho number of new laws mak- 


ing changes in the duties of assessors 
there is one of considerable interest to 
tax payers concerning the assessment of 
lauds which these officers should care- 
fully note. A clause in the act approved 
April 13, 1865, contains this provision: 


"AsscBSors may deduct from the valne 


of such tract of laud owned by any per- 
son the amount of laud occupied and 
used bj any railroad or oonal at the time 
of the assmeut; aud be it further provid- 
ed, that tho assessor shall deduct from 
the appraised value of any tract of land 
contemplated in this section, fha ennita- 
blo and fair cash valno of all lauds occu- 
pied-an i used thereof as a public high- 
way at the time of such assessment." 


Under this law, a man owning IfiO 


acres with a public road on two sides is 
entitled to a reduction of three acres; if 
only on one nide, only a reduction of an 
acre and a half. 
A man owning eighty 


acre s, with a public road on two sides, is 
entitled to a reduction of two and one- 
fonrth acres, if along one side of his 
tract, one and one half acres, along the 
end three-fourths of an acre; a man own- 
ing forty acres with a road on two sides, 
gets a rebate of one and one-half acres, 
three fourths of an aero for a road along' 
either side, and so on.
